From England comes word of a 
new form of 2,4-D and MCP. These 
new chemicals show a marked tol- 
syance for alfalfa, sweet clover, red 
clover and alsike. Here-to-fore | 
these legumes showed practically no 
tolerance towards systematic weed 
killers. 

The new materials are known as 
MCPB and 2,4-DB (the B stands 
for butyric). They were tried last 
summer at Lacombe with promising 
results. It was possible to use up 
10 32 ounces acid per acre without 
damaging the legumes. 

Stinkweed, ball mustard and 
hemp nettle were the main weeds 
in the crops sprayed. All were 
killed with MCPB. The legumes 
were in the seedling stage when 
sprayed. Effective control on Can- 
ada thistle and dandelion is also/ 
reported, 

The tolerance of legumes to! 
these new chemicals is striking. 
Alfalfa sprayed with 32 ounces of 
2,4-DB looked better alfalfa spray- 
d with 4 ounces of the common 
form of MCP. Plots that were | 
sprayed with 8 and 16 ounces acid 
per acre yielded from 300 to 600 
more pounds per acre than un- 
‘prayed plots.

WITH BIBLE STUDY § 


“Who is this Son of Man?” The 
title by which Jesus most frequently 
designates Himself is “the Son of 
Man", We find the Christ pre- 
ferred this title to the many of the 
glorious honors that were His. In 
78 passages He calls Himself, not 
King of Kings, or Lord of Lords, 
but “the Son of Man.” 

The popular opinion of Jesus has 
not changed radically since He 
asked His disciples: “Whom do men 
say that I, the Son of Man, am?” 
In that day, some held Him to be 
John the Baptist, some thought 
Him to be Elijah, some regarded 
Him as Jeremiah, others took Him 
for some other great prophet. They 
regarded Him as a man — an or- 
dinary man — an exemplary man 
— but a man among men. 

It becomes the sacred duty of 
to tell a 
curious, questioning world, which 
today still regards Jesus to be just 
& man — a great and impressive 
personage — but, after all, only ay 
man among men, in no uncertain | 
terms who the Son of Man is. And | 
what better answer can we find 
than in Peter's inspired response: 
“Thou art the Christ, the Son of 
the living God!” In acknowledging 
Jesus as both Son of God and Son 
of Man we find the unassailable 
convicition which in the darkest 
hours and most anxious moments 
of life enables us to look to Him for 
guidance and help, to Him who now 
sits at the right hand of the father, 
to Him who js the Author of life, 
and the Victor over death. 

On one occasion Robert G. Ing- 
ersoll, the agnostic lecturer of the 
last century, was announced to 
give a lecture on hell. He declared 
he would prove conclusively that 
hell was a wild dream of some 
scheming theologtans who invented 
it to terrify credulous people.
